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FOEEWOPD 


The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  "unit  of  a  na- 
tion-wide organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  respcnsihility  of  operating 
a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division  of  Agricultural 
Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of  Agriculture  working 
in  cocperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  .Agriculture.     The  year  1;'3S  marked  the  one-hundredth  anniversary 
of  tne  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture  in  the  United  States, 

The  general  y rogram  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is 
to  meet  tae  ■jublic  needs  and  dema,nds  for  summary  data  of  an  historical  nature 
and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricJLLtural  production  in  Iowa 
and  the  United  Sta.tes. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  "been  an  increasin*^-  demand  from  agricultural 
organizations,   commercial  interests,   teachers,  legislators,   and  county,  Sta.te 
and  governmental  agencies  for  a&ri cultural  data  shewing  the  trends  of  change 
in  counties.    Little  has  heen  done  in  the  oast  to  make  availahle  data  for  each 
co^onty  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the  need  fcr  county  data 
that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  information  at  ccnsiderahle  cost. 
It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  t'  is  series  is  hein.,  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  ha.ve  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  ITorman  V.  Strand, 
State-yi/ide  Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  Official 
Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  fork  Projects  Administration.     Official  Project 
665-72-3-36  furnished  the  T^aterial  for  Tables  25  and  27. 

The  Iowa  .Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation  of 
the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Iowa  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this  series. 
Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials  who  collect 
data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws,     Without  these 
data  by  tovnships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics  would  be  less 
accurate  and  less  complete.

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IOWA.  4GRICIIL'TUEAL  STATISTICS  -  C&EROLL  COUITTY 

Carroll  County  was  crginially  a  part  of  the  old  Benton  County  ]^/  which 
was  created  by  the  Wisconsin  Territorial  Legislature  '•n  Decemher  21,  1837  •  2/ 
The  county  was  esta.hl ished  with  its  present  "boundaries  on  January  15,  I85I  .2.7, 
and  named  fcr  Charles  Carroll,  one  of  the  signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence, U/ 

Carroll  County  is  in  the  "treeless  plain"  of  Iowa,  consequently,   the  first 
settlements  were  made  along  the  Raccoon  River  and  its  tributaries.     There  is  a 
legendary  stcr;y  of  one  "Jumping  Lcn  Scott"  of  Indiana  who  entered  the  State  at 
Zeok^jd^.,  followed  the  Les  Moines  River  to  the  Raccoon  River,   then  followed  this 
river  to  Carroll  Coi:ur.ty  and  nade  a  settlement  in  the  southeast  corner  in  1S^2. 
He  soon  moved  on,  leaving  no  trace,  hut  he  is  generally  accepted  as  the  first 
to  make  a  home  in  the  county.     5./    Snos  Euttrick,   the  second  white  man  to  set- 
tle in  the  county,  "became  its  first  permanent  settler.     One  authority  says  he 
came  in  IS52  axxd  located  on  the  bank  of  the  North  Raccoon  in  wha.t  is  now  Jas- 
per Township.     6/    ijiot"ner  historian  claims  that  he  came  from  C-reene  Co'^cxity  in 
I85U  and  took  up  a  claim  a  mile  west  of  the  present  to'^^n  of  Carrollton.  ]_/ 

The  county  vvas  formally  organized  in  IS55  and  the  county-seat  was  estah- 
lisked  at  Carrollton  in  I85'?.     The  Uorfnm'estern  Railroad  was  huilt  through  fhe 
county  in  IS67  ano  a  new  town,  called  Carroll,  was  laid  out  on  this  line  near 
the  geographical  center  of  the  co'unty.      Carroll  became  the  county-seat  durir^ 
that  same  year.  _8/ 

Yifith  the  coming  of  the  railroad,  population  increased  rapidly.  Lambert 
Kniest  of  Lubuo^ue  purchased  an  entire  tov/nship  in  the  northwest  part  of  the 
county  and  settled  the  land  with  German  Catholics,  principally  from  lubuque . 
In  IS7O,  Mr.  Kniest  bought  an  additional  23,000  acres,  west  of  his  other  hold- 
ings, and  na,ned  it  W"Jaeatland  Township;  his  first  purchase  was  named  Kniest 
Township.     These  people  fostered  many  noteworthy  Cat"]iolic  institutions  in  the 
c?.unty.  2/ 

The  county  has  no  large  towns.    Carroll,  t"ne  largest  town,  has  a  popula- 
tion of  about  U,700c     There  are  also  several  smaller  places  that  are  good  busi- 
ness centers.     All  the  stands. rd  farm  crops  are  gr-^wn  in  the  county  and  dairyir^ 
receives  more  than  usual  attention,

Area 

Carr'^ll  Cc^t3'"  is  2h  miles  square,  e-Thracing  571  square  miles  12/,  or 
365, UUO  acres.     Of  this-  number ,  356,888  are  listed  as  farm  laxic-.     iTJ  There 
are  I6  townships  in  the  county  and  it  ranks  thirty-second  in  point  of  size  in 
the  State,  sharing  tnis  place  with  Luena  Vista  and  lelaware  counties. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Ca.rroll  County  are  grouped  into  U  classes  accoring  to  their 
origin  and  location;  na.rely,  drift,  loess,  terrace,  and  swamp  and  bottom-land. 
The  drift  soils  cover  U3.U  percent  of  the  total  area  of  the  county  and  are  di- 
vided into  Carringtcn  loam — 19^5  percentj  Oarrington  fine  sandy  Icam — O.5  per- 
cent, Webster  loams — 11, percent,  Clarion  loams- — lid  percent,  and  pierce 
sandy  loam — O.7  percent  <     The  loess  soil,  has  but  '^ne  type,  Marshall  silt  Icam, 
which  covers  38.6  percent  of  the  county.     The  terrace  soils  cover  U.6  percent 
of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  largo  loams — 2,C  percent,  O'Heill  loams — 1.4 
percent,  O'l^eill  fine  sand — 0.1  percent,  Iremer  loams — 0.8  percent,  and  Wauke- 
sha silt  loam — O.3  percent.     The  swamp  aiid  bottom-land  soils  cover  13 per- 
cent of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  Wabash  loams — 11.0  percent,  and  La- 
moure  silty  clay  loam — 2,U  percent,  ik/ 

Topography 

There  are  two  distinct  topcgra.phic  features  in  Carroll  County,  c?rres- 
pcnding  to  tae  loessial  and  glacial  areas.     The  line  separating  the  two  soil 
areas  runs  through  Ereda,  Carroll  and  Coon  Hapids.     West  of  this  line  in  the 
loessial  section,  the  topogra,phy  is  undulating  to  rolling.     East  of  this  line 
the  surface  is  gently  rolling,  except  in  the  extreme  northwest  corner,  where 
there  are  rougn,  rugged  strips  adjacent  to  the  bottom-lands  of  the  Haccoi-^n 
Hiver.     The  general  surface  of  tne  uplands  throughout  this  drift  section  var- 
ies from  gently  undulating  to  nearly  level. 

The  drainage  of  the  coimty  is  accomplished  by  the  HacGoon  River  in  the 
northeast,  the  Middle  Eacc^on  River,  with  its  tributaries,   in  the  north  cen- 
tral part,  Rustry  Jotcl  Creek  in  the  central  southwestern  section,  and  the  Kish- 
nabotna  River  in  the  southwest  corner.  l^J

average  precipitation  for  55  years  (lg75--1530)   in  this  county  was  20.05  inches, 
and  the  growing  season  averaged  1^+7  days  "between  tne  killing  frost  dates  of 
May  8  ana  October  2,  recorded  from  lo93  '  1^/ 

Po"o"ulation 

Population  growth  was  rather  slow  until  the  arrival  of  the  railroad  and 
Lamhert  Kniest  with  his  3-erman  Catholic  settlers.     The  population  then  in- 
creased almost  10,000  in  the  next  ten  years  (IS7O-IS8O) o     The  popuLaticn  density 
is  30  persons  per  square  mile,  as  ccmoared  with  kh  for  the  Sta.te  as  a  whole.  The 
following  tahle  shows  the  number  of  inhabitants  recorded  at  10-3"ear  intervals:

In  1930  "the  foreign  born  and  native  white  inhabitants  of  foreign  born  or 
mixed  parentage  of  Carroll  Count;^'  totaled  about  39  percent  of  the  entire  pop- 
ulation.   Of  this  amount,   the  Germans  led  with  8,064,  or  nearly  77  percent. 
The  Irish  nad  kOl ,   the  English  had  3IO,  and  the  Panes  283 .     Other  nationalities 
had  very  small  representations.

Cooper?  ,tives 

In  1937  there  were  8  coopera.tive  institutions  in  operation  in  this  county — 
7  elevators  and  1  creamery. 

The  7  cooperatives  which  reported  had  1,535  mem.bers  ,  of  which  1,U62  were 
active,  and  1,870  persons  did  business  with  the  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives 
had  a  business  volume  of  $6U0,188  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted 
$107,286  worth  of  business,

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  "breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(1)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (U)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.  A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acre  ge  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived 
by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  ausked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  sum- 
mations of  individ-ual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked.  This  assumes  that 
acre.-j.i^e  not  husked  would  have  produced  tne  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  193^+  a^i  193- »  hoth  poor  crop  ^ea.rs,  separate  estimations  of  corn 
i'ield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  ijade  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because 
it  was  felt  t  at  farmers  in  those  yea.rs  V'/ould  select  their  best  acreages  for 
bi55!cing  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  y/hich  would  have  a  different  and  lower 
yield.     This  separate  yield  estim.ation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not 
husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  v/8,s  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  tov/nships.     The  township  yields 
for  these  two  -ears,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  orJy  on  acreage 
husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown  by  town- 
ship with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  fne  acreage  shown  to  get 
total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  summary  table 
figures  for  corn  yield  in  193^^  a^^cL  193^  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer  yields 
on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multiplied  by 
the  acrej'ges  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields  are, 
therefore,  consistent  in  all  yea.rs  except  I93U  and  I936.
